CHANDLER first alluded to 
the alleged bribe incident in , 
federal court Wednesday. Gar- 
rison denied it, saying that “by 
now everyone knows my office ' 
and knows that the idea of any- 
body offering a bribe to my of- 
fice is too ridiculous to even • 
consider.” 

Chandler’s affidavit says the 
purported bribe came about 
like this: 

“Carlos Marcello wanted to 
install several hundred elec- 
tronically operated coin slot 
machines in restaurants and 
bars and other businesses in 
Orleans Parish. He wanted Mr. 

| Garrison’s investigators to seize 


one of the machines but not to 
damage it, and present it to a 
particular court where Mr. 
Marcello said he had made ar- 
rangements for the machine to 
be declared legal. . .” 

THE AFFIDAVIT continued, 
saying that when the machines 
were declared legal they could 
be operated “without further 
interference from the district

The Louisiana Supreme Court

;o cancel a subpena from Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison, who wants 
to take the MCC’s records be- 
fore the Orleans Parish grand 
jury. 

Asst. Dist. Atty. Richard 
Burnes told the court yesterday 
the DA’s office wants any docu- 
ments the commission has on 
confidential informants and or- 
ganized crime. 

Burnes said he has informa- 
tion that one of the MCC’s paid 
informants has lied, and the 
DA’s office wants to know how 
much the informant was paid. 

Attorney Milton Brener re- 
plied that Garrison is trying to 
investigate the commission in- 
stead of its claim that organized 
crime exists in New Orleans. 

The private organization of 
New Orleans businessmen has 
been embroiled in a running 
fight with Garrison over the is- 
sue of organized crime. MCC 
says it is flourishing in New 
Orleans. The DA contends there 
is no organized crime in Or- 
leans Parish. 
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
